Track Kiev at Isa. 

Work on the Lackawanna elevation 
Is progressing rapidly enough at several 
points, but seems to be delayed at 
others. A spectacular finish will coat 
In tbs few hours that will be required 
some Sunday morning In lowering the 
draw of tbs Psaaale River bridge to Us 
new level upon the pivot pier, wbloto 
has been seasoning slnoe last spring. 
The construction of tbe steel epen 
between the Harrison side of the river 
end tbe rest pier of the draw wen com¬ 
pleted lest week, so tar as tbs erection 
of tnc cteel work wan oooocrned. 

There Is still considerable work to be 
done on the Harrison side of the river 
lu making oonneottons with tbe bridge 
at the two levels, one for freight and 
the other tor passenger service. The 
is work Is now going on at the 
Newark approach, whefs tbs stsel 
construction In completed from Plans 
street to the western rest pier with tbs 
exception of s Bight of stairs nt Broad 
sod Plana streets which to to give 
eee.to tbe west bound trains from 
tbs trolley oars, sod a freight bridge 
across Ogden street at a lower level 
than tbs present bridges. Work was 
begun last week for the depression of 
tbe roadway and trolley traoka In 
Ogdea street, and tbe west elds of that 
thoroughfare la uow excavated to the 
depth of three feet or more. 

The extension sastwsrd.of the Broad 
street freight bouse bee been completed 
to Bprlng street upon s sweeping curve, 
and a supplementary brick hulldlog Is 
now going up between Spring and 
Ogden streets. A big meet house Is 
rapidly approacbfng completion on tbe 
north aids of New Cross street opposite 
the arches. 

Tbe main station west of Plane street 
Is nearly finished. The tower to belDg 
fitted with four lllumtoated clock fsoee, 
six feet In diameter. Tbe eeebee are 
all In and glased. There to considerable 
Inside trimming to be done yet, but the 
work will undoubtedly be completed 
before the elevatloe end depression are 
done. The whole work eould be easily 
completed before tbe end of December 
If the railroad company sincerely desired 
to flnleh It within that time.

pany. Regular work wa* *u«>pcn<led in 
ib* mills yesterday, and a large farce of 
men were at work clearing away the 
aediuu-ut left by the muddy water on th® 
floors and mad laery. The canal acquc- 
duct over Second Hirer was also swept 
sway by the flood Friday evening, and 
caused great havoc along the Second Hirer 
valley down through Belleville. 

Another point of exciting interest while 
the flood was at iU highest was at James 
Crisp’s Ca’s belt factory on Bloomfield 
avenue, along tbe north bank of Second 
River. It was after noon time before tbe 
river began to flow ovgr the avenue from 
cellar* of the brick row of dwellings on 
the west side of U*e street.

Mapy people stood out all day In the 
drenching rain going from one to another 
of tbe chief points of Interest in the flood 
ed district* O ten wood avenue *u a 
point of attraction all day long for bun 
dreds of people. Passengers from the 
I^ckswenna train* were surprised at the 
scene that confronted them as they start¬ 
ed up Glenwoud avenue aod it w*i aprob 
iem how to reach lb# Centre. Tbe flood 
cut off all approaches to the Centre south 
sad west of Bloomfield avenue. Wash¬ 
ington street and Conger street were in • 
worse stale than Glenwood avenue, and 
Bloomfield avenue was impassable except 
to pedestrians with high rubber hoots. 
Many people made use of cabs to get 
through the Hooded street*. Not a few 
Instance* of gallantry were witnessed 
along Glenwood avenue, wben men pick¬ 
ed up some storm-stayed woman and 
carried her across the deep water*.

Councilman Moore, Chairman of the 
Sidewalk Committee, and Superintendent 
Cooper were among those who worked 
hard to relieve the Glenwood avenue 
situation.

Jo*t ss tbe head parties of Tonsy 
Brook had reached the avenue sod was 
filling the cellars tbe fir* bell rang, and a 
gasolene fire was discovered raging in a shed 
in ths rear (ffE. D. Ackerman’s plumbing 
•hop. Tbs firemen responded quickly and 
worked heroically and speediUMestingnished 
the flame* greetly to th^^Mief of the 
frightened storekeepers along the west side 
of the avenue.
